A challenge to experienced dancers, 
their callers, clubs and associations 


HIS MONTH AN ESTIMATED two hundred and 

fifty thousand* ladies and gentlemen will 
be finishing their basic classwork preparatory 
to moving out into the great wide world of 
square dancing. To all of you who are finish- 
ing your learner’s sessions and are about 
to graduate, those who have taken this step 
before you say, “Welcome”! 

If you are like the great majority of us, 
your square dancing fun started the first 
night you were introduced into this activity. 
Perhaps it was a one-night-stand or the first 
night of your learner's class last fall. You dis- 
covered in those early sessions the importance 
of listening to the caller, of moving to the 
beat of music, and most especially you 
learned the value of friendships that come as 
a big bonus to square dancers. These early 
lessons increased in importance as your learn- 
ing period went on. 

Perhaps your caller saw to it that you

shared in the responsibilities of the class, 
serving on the refreshment committee, making 
the coffee, greeting other class members as 
they arrived, and saying “good night” as they 
left at the end of the evening. All of these 
lessons will serve you well now that you are 
graduating and moving on into a club pro- 
gram. 
What to Anticipate 

We've questioned a number of dancers 
from different areas who have been a part of 
the square dance activity for a long time, 
some for as many as twenty years, and here 
are some of the suggestions based on their 
experience that they pass along to you. 

FRIENDSHIPS: Youve made several, per- 
haps a great number during your class period. 
Don't let them get away from you. Even 
though you may branch out into other 
groups, keeping in touch with class members 
has been one of the happiest experiences over 
the years for a great percentage of the old- 
timers. You may decide on a class reunion 
next September as the square dance year be- 
gins, or you may call an informal gathering of 
the “old gang” to attend together some 
square dance event. At the same time, now 
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that youre branching out, youll be making 
many new friends. According to the old- 
timers, friendship is what it’s all about. 

How do you say THANK YOU to the caller 
and his partner who have helped to open the 
doors to square dancing for you over your 
period of learning? In checking with callers 
who have taught many classes, the great 
pleasure for them comes with knowing that 
their job has been well done. Keeping in 
touch with you and knowing that you are con- 
tinuing your interest in the activity is “thank 
you’ enough. A number of callers indicated 
the most welcome gift they ever received from 
graduate classes was the gift of new begin- 
ners, folks who next September would fill the 
places in the new class of those now gradu- 
ating. For one caller in particular, it became 
a ritual when, on graduation night, each grad- 
uating couple presented to their caller/ teacher 
a couple who would be taking their place 
when the next class started. 

As a new dancer you can carry this one step 
further and attend the first night of the learner 
class with your friends. However, it’s best to 
check with your caller first. There are times 
when a caller welcomes helpers but some pre- 
fer to have helpers only on the first night of a 
new class. Driving your friends to class the 
first night is one way to make certain that they 
do attend. Many people are hesitant about 
starting out on a new experience with a strange 
group and to these the first night is the highest 
hurdle they may encounter. 

Keep Them All 

When it comes to graduating, there are al- 
ways some in the class who appear to have 
been naturals when it comes to square danc- 
ing. They caught on quickly and danced well. 
The great majority in the class, however, were 
those who really had to work at learning how 
to become comfortable and _ considerate 
dancers. Moving to music may not have been 
an easy thing for them, but because they 
were the majority they would form the nu- 
cleus of square dance clubs they would join 
in the future. 

In every class there are frequently also a 
few couples who find it more difficult than 
the others to react automatically and to get 
into the full swing of square dancing. These 
people, as you've probably discovered, need 
the activity and are just as enthusiastic and 
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gung-ho as the rest. However, they may have 
a bit more of a problem when it comes to 
getting into a square dance club and finding 
their niche. Because this is not an unusual 
situation, you may be interested in knowing 
that other groups, faced with this prospect of 
losing a few of their fellow graduates, made a 
project of getting together with these former 
classmates during the summer months to 
dance to records. 

The experience not only kept the enthusi- 
asm of the capable dancers high, but it gave 
the ones who were having problems that de- 
gree of extra practice that helped them gain 
the confidence they needed. The result was 
that when club dancing started full tilt in the 
fall, even the ones who had been having prob- 
lems with their dancing were ready. 

What Club Shall We Join? 

The decision of where your permanent 
square dance “home” will be may already 
have been solved for you. Perhaps the class 
that you have attended each week for the past 
nine months, has become a club. This is ideal, 
as it simply means that you will continue with 
the same group of friends and possibly with 
the same caller. Perhaps your class was spon- 
sored by another club, and it may be that 
after graduation, all of you have been invited 
to join this group of dancers and make their 
club your future square dancing home. 

It’s possible that you will be invited to join 
a number of clubs. If you are fortunate 
enough to live in an area where there are a 
great number of square dance groups it’s fun 
to visit a number of them before thinking 
about joining any. The night the group dances, 
the location of the hall, any number of other 
factors will all enter into the making of your 
final decision. 

Those who have been a part of the activity 
for a number of years, and some who have 
dropped out, will be the first to admonish the 
new dancer not to burn himself out. If your 
classes met once a week, this may be the ex- 
tent to which you want to commit yourself 
to square dancing. If you have a lot of other 
responsibilities, youngsters to attend to, and! 
other business and social obligations, perhaps 
you will be looking for a club that dances 
twice a month. On the other hand, you will 
be the only one to know just how much time 
you can devote to the activity. Once that de- 


cision is made, find the group that seems 
right for you. If it’s an active, healthy club, 
your share in the responsibilities will not be a 
burden but will actually enhance your square 
dancing pleasure in the months to come. 

What happens if there is no square dancing 
group in the area? This is the cue for you and 
the others in your graduating group to get to- 
gether with your caller to see about forming 
a square dance club of your own. In the event 
that such a club is formed, you and all the 
other members of the group should be pre- 
pared to support the club and the caller by 
attending every dance, except where emer- 
gencies prevent this, and by sharing the duties 
and responsibilities required in the operation 
of the club. Once the club has been formed 
and has become a bit seasoned beginner class- 
es can be sponsored by the group. Thus, the 
continued, successful operation of the club 
and the perpetuation of the entire activity of 
square dancing will be assured. (If you're in- 
terested, send for the SIOASDS Handbook on 
Square Dance “Organization”, 35¢ per copy, 
in care of this publication. ) 

What Else is in Store? 

Maybe during your learning stages, your 
caller or other experienced dancers explained 
to you something about this world of square 
dancing. If they did, you realize that instead 
of just a few caller/teachers like the one 
who introduced this activity to you, there are 
perhaps as many as nine thousand active in 
all parts of the world. 

That's right, square dancing as you will 
discover, is not just confined to the area in 
which you live. You'll find square dancing in 
every state, in almost every Canadian prov- 
ince. You'll find it participated in by Ameri- 
can and Canadian service personnel sta- 
tioned overseas in more than seventeen coun- 
tries. In addition, you'll find that North Amer- 
ican civilians stationed overseas, as well as 
the citizens of other lands, have taken this 
activity into more than fifty countries. With 
the knowledge you have of square dancing, 
having just graduated from a learner's course, 
you would be able to follow the calls any- 
where in the world, and to do the same style 
of dancing wherever your travels might take 
you. 

In that respect, after you begin to dance in 
clubs within your area, branch out a bit. Take 
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a copy of the square dancer's yearly guide 
with you when you travel on a pleasure or 
business trip. You'll find square dancers ready 
to greet you almost anywhere you go. Chances 
are there’s a square dance association in your 
area, and you can look forward with anticipa- 
tion to the roundups, festivals, and jamborees 
that bring hundreds of square dancers to- 
gether for one gigantic party. 

In some areas there are regional conven- 
tions that include several states and convene 
over a period of two or three days. Of course, 
the granddaddy of all of these is the Annual 
National Square Dance Convention. Next 
month you can expect more than eight thous- 
and dancers from all parts of the world to 
gather in Des Moines, Iowa, for the twenty- 
first of these giant, three-day, jumbo square 
dance events. 

There’s Much to Do 

All of this is part of the fun-frosting on the 
cake for those who have learned to square 
dance. Perhaps you will want to join with 
other square dancers in one of the more than 
a hundred weekend and week-long vacation 
and square dance institutes located in some 
of the most beautiful vacation areas. Maybe 
youll want to join with a group of square 
dancers and travel to Hawaii, the Orient, to 
Europe or Africa. It’s all a part of the gigantic 
fraternity of which you are now a part. 

Despite the great excitement of these “spe- 
cials,” when it comes right down to basics the 
most important part of the activity is you, the 
dancer, your caller, and the club in which 
you dance. Your affiliation with a regular 
square dance group, your growing friendship 
with others who share this activity, your help 
in recruiting newcomers for future square 
dance classes, and your growing enjoyment 
of this hobby are all part of the real values 
that lie ahead of you as a graduate.

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SUMMER DANCING 


(SUMMER NOT)

that started last autumn will be celebrating their graduation ceremonies and many 
club in the hotter portions of the country will be shutting down for a summer 
hiatus ready to break their warm weather hibernation sometime next September. 
Summertime has taken on new significance for square dancers around the world. 
The annual National Square Dance Convention (slated next month for Des Moines, 
Iowa) and square dance vacation institutes scattered across North America are all 
available to keep dancers on their toes during what is normally considered the slow 
period. In many areas, however, it’s “business as usual” with classes, clubs and party 
dances running right through the summer months. With the advent of air-conditioned 
halls seasons mean little. However, the lure of vacation travel quite frequently causes 
a drain on club attendance that is offset in different ways. Some groups make use of 
outdoor slabs furnished by parks and recreation departments and here conduct fairly 
uncomplicated pleasure square dancing available to all dancers in the community. Oc- 
casionally the national parks will hire the services of a square dance caller and teacher. 
Many of the nation’s most beautiful vacation spots lure the traveler with square 
dancing goodies. Here is a list of some of the summer dancing fun that is available 
during the coming months. No need to get rusty and forget all you ever knew about 
dancing. Keep this list handy when you go on your vacation trip this year. (Also refer

Guide to Better Dancing TR 


I THE EARLIER DAYS of square dancing, it 
was not uncommon to encounter as many 
as half a dozen different ways to do one par- 
ticular movement. The reason was simple. The 
dancers didn’t move from one area to another. 
And callers — not the professional traveling 
types we have today — very seldom got out of 
their own area to see what was happening

somewhere else. 

Sometimes a dancer, moving into a commu- 
nity from another area, brought along his 
recollection of how a particular movement was 
done. Quite frequently it was altered slightly, 
and this incorrect method became the correct 
method in that particular area. That’s why 
there were as many as six or eight ways of 
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promenading, four or five ways of doing a 
swing and a number of different hand holds 
for a right and left grand, right and left thru, 
etc. 

Later, when square dance caller's courses 
brought leaders from all parts of the country 
to one spot for training, the lines of communi- 
cation were improved. In the late 1940's 
square dance publications began to show up 
on the scene, and here again, once certain 
movements could be documented there was 
not the great chance of them being misinter- 
preted. Even in the modern scene, however, 
there were occasional goofs. 

One appeared in 1947 when the movement 
“All Around Your Left Hand Lady—See Saw 
Your Pretty Little Taw” was first introduced. 
(See SQUARE DANCING ~— December ’71 
Page 13.) In all parts of the land, the move- 
ment was taught as a clockwise turn around 
the corner, then a counterclockwise turn 
around the partner — except in Texas. Here, 
by mistake, the movement was just reversed 
and the dancers moved counterclockwise 
around their corner first, then clockwise 
around their partner. All went well for a time 
until a jamboree brought dancers from dif- 
ferent areas into Texas and the resulting traf- 
fic jam of dancers was unbelievable. 

Red Hot 

Another instance of confusion grew out of 
the call “Red Hot”. The majority of dancers 
across the country did the dance as it was 
originally created. From a promenade position 
(A), with the four couples promenading 
around the square, on the call “Red Hot”, the 
dancers released their right handholds. The 
man, holding the lady’s left hand in his left 
hand (B), would sweep her in toward the 
center (C). The man would release the lady’s 
hand and as he moved forward (D) the lady 
would move behind him and in front of the 
next man for a right forearm turn (E). 

From this point, “Red Hot” would simply 
follow the call, “Turn that right hand lady 
with a right arm round. Now turn your part- 
ner by the left, with a left arm around. To 
the left hand lady (corner) with a right arm 
round. Back to your partner with a left arm 
around. Now promenade your corner when 
she comes down.” 

For some unknown reason, in Southern 
California while the call was the same the 
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ladies, instead of moving across in front of 
their partner to the center, would simply do 
an independent left face turn (F) and move 
directly to the man behind them. From there 
the action would be the same as before. Here 
again, confusion reigned for a while. 

In recent years when a caller has wanted to 
use the call he has most frequently preceded 
it by saying, “Let go of the right—pull the 
ladies to the center, go Red Hot, etc.” 

Of course, the Red Hot movement today is 
done from more setups than from just a prom- 
enade. The call simply means that the men 
start by turning the right hand lady with the 
right arm, And should you be in Southern 
California one fine night, don’t be surprised if 
the caller calls Red Hot and expects the ladies 
to do a solo U Turn Back just as it was done a 
couple of decades ago. 
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An Installation Apropos to Springtime 


HE Cactus SoQuARES, of central California, 

put the baseball fever to good use by 
adapting their installation of officers to a base- 
ball game. Large signs were placed around 
the hall indicating first, second and third base, 
each on a different wall. The pitcher’s mound 
was at the front of the stage, with home plate 
being at the rear of the stage. Additional signs 
were marked Ticket Gate, Bullpen and Re- 
freshment Stand. 





Those in charge of the installation wore 
baseball caps. Paper cutouts duplicating the 
clib’s symbol (a cactus plant reaching 
through linked squares) were rubber-cement- 
ed to the front of the caps. 

Refreshments for the evening were hot dogs 
and root beer. 

The installation program took the form of a 
radio broadcast and went like this: 

Announcer One: Good evening, ladies and 
gentlemen, this is Station——, 1480 on your 
radio dial. We are at NWC Stadium, home of 
the Cactus Squares, to bring you tonight’s 
game. There is a break in the action right 
now, so I will take this opportunity to intro- 
duce myself. I am Vince Thully and this is 
my partner, Jerry Sogette. 

Announcer Two: Before we give you to- 
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night's line-up we'd like to set the stage. The 
infield is in great shape; however the outfield 
will be a little troublesome. The grass has not 
filled in where the palm trees were planted 
as obstacles for the bleacher fans. The pitch- 
ers mound has an excellent rise to it (with 
red carpet yet), but the bases will be a little 
hard to run unless the players have on their 
extra long spikes. 

Announcer One: The team is taking the 
field. If you have your score cards ready, we'll 
give you the line-up. 

Announcer Two: The Grounds Keepers are 
———— and they have been signed to decorate 
the stadium this year. 

Announcer One: Public Relations Man and 
his assistant are -———. All team publicity and 
history are in their keeping. See them for a 
team photo. They also are equipped for all 
those news items. 

Announcer Two: The Concessionaires are 
~————. Hot coffee and other goodies are their 


responsibility. 
Announcer One: Farm Team Managers for 
the minor leagues are —-——. They will be 


whipping the class members into shape next 
year for the major league. 
Announcer Two: The Player Representa- 
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tives and Hi-Desert Delegates are ————. Any 
problems connected with player pensions and 
salaries, they'll try to ignore. 

Announcer One: Our Team Scouts and as- 
sociation delegates are ————. Theyll be 
scouting the area in their Volkswagen for ad- 
ditional team members. 

Announcer Two: Ticket selling and over 
seeing all money matters belong to —-——— 
They already have declared that nobody will 
get by the turnstile without a ticket. 

Announcer One: No team would be com- 
plete without a Traveling Secretary and assis- 
tant. Ours are —~——. If you have any com- 
plaint over your accomodations or notices, 
give them a call. Their telephones are in ex- 
cellent operating condition. 

Announcer Two: A couple who just signed 
their contract for this year (the only hold- 
outs) are the Player Coach and the Trainer 
plus additional chores as Vice-President. Here 
are ————, 

Announcer One: And now, here is the man 
who just signed a brand new year’s contract 
for an undisclosed amount of money. Pretty 
low, we hear. In fact the amount of money is 
so low he had to get his wife a job as short- 
stop with the team. Our new manager and 
short sto 

And in order to keep this team on the air 
and to keep track of all plays, I would like 
you to meet our Play-by-Play Announcer and 
his Sound Engineer ———~. 

Before any team takes the field, there is al- 
ways that pause that refreshes. For our par- 
ticular team we have a very special water boy. 
Please bring the water bucket out. 

And now here is the gavel that signifies 
your office as President of the Cactus Squares. 
May you have an excellent year and loads of 
fun square dancing.

And last but not least YOUR idea. It may 
be a beauty. 

Let’s start with posters . . . These posters 
are intended to interest the non-dancing pub- 
lic and should be displayed in churches, store 
windows, fraternal organizations, shopping 
centers, riding clubs, office bulletin boards, to 
name a few, mainly in a controlled atmo- 
sphere where they can be checked on period- 
ically. Reason? — the post cards attached to 
the poster. They represent many more dancers 
for your club because when these cards are 
taken by an interested party and dropped in 
the mail, their name is sent back to you as a 
prospective dancer. The post cards are availa- 
ble to you in any amount, within reason, and 
should be filled out in the following manner. 
On one side you will find a section of the card 
marked “postcard furnished by club or caller.” 
Please write your name or club name in this 
area before placing the cards on the poster 
as this is the only way your committee has of 
returning this card with the prospective danc- 
ers name to you. 

Next to the brochures . . . Feeling a need 
for something that could be given to the non- 
dancing public which would explain to them 
what square dancing really is like, we dev- 
eloped a pamphlet or brochure which con- 
tains not only printed copy about our wonder- 
ful activity, but pictures as well, to help give 
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outsiders a better picture of square dancing. 
The pictures and reading material are put in- 
side an exciting, picturesque, contemporary- 
type brochure with two alternate covers: Do 
You Dare To Be Square? And R U Looking 
For Togetherness? This particular piece of 
advertising is really quite self-explanatory and 
needs only attention from YOU to be digested. 
Before any of these are handed out, particu- 
lar care should be taken to put a name and 
proper information for contact on the back of 
the brochure in the proper place and then 
used and used and used. 

. . . State Square Dance Week, along with 
National Square Dance Week, is probably the 
best opportunity in the whole year for YOU 
to promote square dancing in your area. Once 
again let me emphasize, at this time, this is 
where YOU come in. You have a personal ob- 
ligation to help. Ask your club president, call- 
er, or whoever may be in charge, “What can I 
do?” Just in case they may be without ideas, 
let me suggest just a few. To begin with, how 
about asking your mayor to proclaim Square 
Dance Week in YOUR town or city. Put on 
demonstrations, exhibitions or just plain, good 
old-fashioned square dancing. Where? Malls 
of shopping centers, local festivals (not square 
dance festivals), local parades, church doings, 
county fairs, or even the grand opening of 
your local super market. Just offer your serv- 
ices. When it’s free you'd be surprised how 
many will accept. 

Attention callers: I am sure you will be 
asked to do something too. I am also sure most 
of you will — for free that is. Let me tell you 
a little story as to why it’s important for you 
to donate your time. The other day a woman 
called me and asked if I would come to her 
region and put on a demonstration with a few

couples for State Square Dance Week. My 
reply was, “Fine, but Mr. such and such, a 
caller, lives close by, why don’t you contact 
him?” To which she replied, “Oh but we did 
and he charges too much.” For demonstra- 
tions during Square Dance Week we charge? 
Come on guys, let’s make this the biggest pro- 
motion in your area they've seen for years. 
Briefly mentioned here are other phases of 
our Promotion Committee: Newspaper promo- 
tion . . . newspapers have been contacted 
throughout the State. An ad is being placed 
in these newspapers which will contain a 
coupon good for one free square dance lesson. 
All of the club presidents and club callers will 
be getting a letter in the near future giving 
them more information regarding this. We are 
presently compiling a list of square dance 
classes, all the pertinent information such as 
time, place, caller, etc. Any help that you 
could give on this would be appreciated. 
Now let me make one final plea. Here’s a 
little something for YOU to think about. I 
often hear, “Square dancers are the nicest 
people in the world, especially in time of 
trouble.” Now let me ask a question. Wouldn't 
it be wonderful if ALL the people in the 
world were SQUARE DANCERS? Let's try to 
do something to have everyone be a part of 
our wonderful world of square dancing.

The Cowboy Dan 


NY DISCUSSION of that great American hero, 
the Cowboy, is fraught with emotional 
hazards, for he has become the alter-ego of 
nearly every American, the backbone of movies 
and television, and—if he didn’t exist as we 
like to think he did—he certainly should have. 
For openers in this brief discussion of the Cow- 
boy Dance I must state that the Cowboy, as 
we like to think of him, never existed in the 
West; that, while the cattle industry was im- 
portant in the settlement and development of 
the West, the role of the Cowboy himself was 
only incidental and of no more real importance 
than the role of the gandy dancer in the rail- 
road industry; and that—and here I shall im- 
mediately find myself challenged on all sides— 
the Cowboy had scarcely any influence on the 
Frontier Dance. 

The so-called Cowboy Dance, in fact, did 
not really appear until after 1930, when Lloyd 
Shaw undertook his monumental and nearly 
single-handed revival of the Frontier Dance. 
This dance remained basically the old Clod- 
hopper Dance, with some cowboy words 
thrown in. The dancing public, excited by this 
fine dancing which they themselves had let 
slip almost into oblivion, assumed that any 
“western” dance revival had to concern itself 
with dances of the cowboys, and at once the 
official costume became a strange sort of garb 
which we would call “latter-day cowboy.” 

This wasn’t new, by any means. For decades 
every celebration in the west, be it related 
to a mining or agricultural observance, had 
caused everyone to dress up like the great 
folk-hero—never like a farmer or a miner, but

always like the latest Hollywood version of 
how a cowboy dressed. The tourists expected 
it, since they were convinced that the West 
was “Cowboy Country.” Worst of all, the na- 
tives expected it, since we westerners have 
been more completely converted to the Cow- 
boy Myth than any other body of people in 
the world. 

No one will dispute the importance of the 
Cowboy in driving the Texas herds north to 
the Kansas shipping points, in helping to estab- 
lish the great beef empires and ranching indus- 
try of the 19th century West. They worked 
slavishly and competently at their job, and in 
addition had about them an aura of romance 
and individuality that appealed to people fol- 
lowing more prosaic and uninteresting occupa- 
tions. Even the brothers of Mari Sandoz, de- 
spite their strong prejudice against cattlemen 
and cowboys, liked to dress up in cowboy garb 
and ride bucking horses. 

Many things contributed to the creation of 
the Cowboy Myth. We can level fingers of 
scorn at people such as Bill Cody and Ned 
Buntline, and thence to a small army of eastern 
journalists who came west in search of copy 
and more often than not found reality so dull 
that they had to embroider their dispatches. 
The gentle and somewhat credulous Owen 
Wister, albeit a fine writer, created a romantic 
Virginian which vastly appealed to makers of 
early movies and to less literate imitators. Zane 
Grey found the magic formula and really set 
the western novel in its romantic form, the first 
of another army of popular novelists and pulp 
magazines. 
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Along came the movies, making everyone in 
a big hat into a sort of super-marksman, super- 
horseman, super-romantic superman. All that 
was needed was the vast public desire for re- 
assurance that the West was not nearly settled, 
the Frontier nearly dead, and the role of the 
cowboy made nearly obsolete. Let England 
have its King Arthur and Robin Hood. We, by 
jiminy, had our Cowboy, a timeless hero who 
became more romantically visualized and pop- 
ularly believed in as barbed wire, Tin Lizzies, 
towns and civilization sapped the last remain- 
ing wildness from the Wild West. 

We came up with a hero who spent all his 
time chasing and killing other men on horses. 
He used a six-shooter that would fire eleven 
bullets without reloading, and used it so often 
that the West today really should be buried 
beneath a foot of old lead slugs. He could ride 
a horse at a full gallop for 600 miles without 
doing more than making the horse breathe 
hard. He was so busy chasing himself and 
others for one purpose or another that we 
should have wondered who the heck was doing 
the chores back at the ranch. He could fire a 
hundred rounds at the man he was chasing 
without once scoring a hit, and then suddenly 
pull off a miracle of marksmanship that would 
make Annie Oakley go into a convent, she at 
last having witnessed a genuine miracle. He 
would fight another man so hard and brutally 
that both should have been dead in 30 seconds, 
and yet both were hale and hearty within 
another 30 seconds. 

And we all have come to believe this, how- 
ever farfetched it may be. We have come to 
believe that anything designated as “western” 
has to be about cowboys, and that anyone do- 
ing anything “western” has to do it in a cowboy 
costume. 

When the cowboys arrived in Kansas with 
their trail herds, the Clodhopper Dance had 
already long been flourishing. And those early 
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cowboys were hardly interested in going to a 
dance rather than to a saloon and gambling 
house. Most of them couldn’t dance, indeed 
could scarcely move about when not in the 
saddle. They were not particularly welcome to 
begin with, bringing as they did vast herds of 
Texas beef to compete with the beef already 
being raised by resident farmers and ranchers. 
The whole thing operated to the advantage of 
the Texas growers and the Chicago meat- 
packers, and the beef industry which had been 
growing up in the west in the year prior to the 
spectacular post-Civil War drives suffered a 
great deal. 

As the railroads moved on and more and 
more open range was preempted for large graz- 
ing programs, so did the immigrant populations 
grow. Squatters, small farmers, homesteaders 
and other non-cowboy types proliferated a 
thousand times faster than did the cowboy. 
Laws began to restrict unfettered (and illegal) 
use of the open range until only in such iso- 
lated places as Wyoming and Montana did the 
concept of gigantic beef-ranching and large 
payrolls of cowboys survive. When Owen 
Wister visited his English hosts in Wyoming 
and created his romanticized and largely im- 
plausible Virginian, the cattle industry in most 
of the other frontier states had already become 
less vigorous, less romantic, and more regulated 
and successful than it had ever been before. 
The Cowboy had become no more important 
than the hired man who dug post-holes or 
plowed fields for a farmer, But the Cowboy 
was much more romantic. Farm and city kids 
alike aspired to be another Tom Mix or Hoot 
Gibson, or anybody else more romantic and 
colorful than reality.

TAG THE LINE: From any even numbered line 
of four, six or eight dancers in any facing di- 
rection or combination of facing directions, 
dancers turn to face the center point in the 
line. Taking a short side step to their left they 
move forward, passing right shoulders as they 
pass beside the other dancers. As they are 
moving they will be given the follow-up com- 
mand which will tell them which direction to 
turn individually. (i.e.) Right: After having 
passed by the other dancers each dancer will 
turn at right angles to end in a two-faced line; 
Left: Each dancer will turn independently at 
left angles into a two-faced line; In: All danc- 
ers will face in toward the center of the set; 
Out: All dancers will face out, away from the 
center of the set. 


JOE: Sometimes when we're introduced to 
a new experimental movement we try it once 
and then never hear it again. In the last 
couple of years there have been a few excep- 
tions. One of these, Tag the Line, made it re- 
cently as a basic (No. 75). And we're glad. 

BARBARA: As a rule this movement is 
done quite smoothly and we'll have to hand 
it to our caller for selecting good logical ex- 
amples. 

JOE: It’s easier for me to remember which 
way to face when the movement is called 
from a line of four dancers (A). It’s no prob- 
lem for me to determine which half of the 
line I’m in in order to face the center, take a 
slight side step to my left (B) and walk past 
the other couple. 

BARBARA: Joe and I agree that when in a 
line of four facing the same direction we 
sometimes have to talk to ourself, “I'm on the 
left end of the line, I need to face to my right 
in order to face the center, etc.” At any rate 
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Joe and Barbara look at 


some smooth and some rough 
spots in Tag the Line 
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this automatic reaction has always been a bit 
of a problem for me in this movement and I 
notice from jerky reactions on the part of some 
of the other dancers that it is the same with 
them. It’s a bit easier from a two-faced line. 

JOE: I also find that I’m appreciating the 
caller more when he’s definite as to which way 
I should face; right (C and D), left, in or out. 
Usually an experienced dancer can sense 
what’s coming without anticipating the caller, 
and by hearing the next call actually find that 
the facing direction comes easy. 

BARBARA: Not long ago we happened to 
have Tag the Line called to us in a way that 
didn’t make sense. In talking with our caller 
later he agreed with us. 

JOE: We were in an ocean wave when the 
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call came (E). Now Tag the Line must be 
called from a line. An ocean wave is more like 
two facing couples than it is a line and if we 
were simply to turn to face what we thought 
was the center of the line, we might have 
passed left shoulders rather than right shoul-

BARBARA: As it turned out the caller 
meant for us to step forward first, then turn 
to face the center of that line and veer slight- 
ly to our left (F). Our point here is that 
any movement that is not clear tends to de- 
tract more than it helps. We were so con- 
fused (along with the rest of the dancers) 
that we hope the caller has decided to drop 
that particular combination. 

JOE: There are enough movements that are 
smooth and make real sense in the caller’s 
vocabulary today that, speaking from the 
dancers’ standpoint, we'd like to see some of 
this non-danceable stuff relegated to the cir- 
cular file.

for a Good Round Dance

HEN A NEW ROUND DANCE routine ap- 

pears on the scene one hears many com- 
ments from both dancers and teachers. The 
dance may be said to be a “good” dance; it 
may contain interesting steps; perhaps it is 
fun to dance and the music may be considered 
good to great. But what really makes it good, 
or interesting, or fun? 

A round dance routine is a blending of the 
music and the steps—the basics or movements 
used by the choreographer in interpreting the 
music. No matter how skillfully the move- 
ments are put together, if the music is poor 
the quality of the dance as a whole suffers. 

Music Sets the Mood 

The music “sets the mood” of the dance. It 
determines not only the tempo and the type 
of rhythm but the “feel” of the dance in its 
entirety. It may be marvelous listening music, 
suitable for establishing an atmosphere and 
even with an orchestration that is out of this 
world, but if it doesn’t make you want to 
dance, something is lacking. So it would fol- 
low that the major ingredient of the recipe 
must be the music. 

Interpretation Is Important 

The second ingredient to be considered is 
the interpretation of the music. This means 
not only determining the tempo, rhythm and 
mood of the music — it also means a complete 
analysis of the particular recording. Counting 
the number of measures in each musical 
phrase is every bit as important as consider- 
ing the movements incorporated into the rou- 
tine. Nothing is more frustrating to a dancer 
who recognizes musical phrasing than to at- 
tempt to dance a routine which completely 
ignores that aspect of the music. This could 
be compared to reading a long sentence which 
contained no punctuation. How would one 
know when to start, when to pause for breath, 
and when to stop? It would be very difficult to 
understand or find much meaning in such a 
sentence. 
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Of course, there is also music that is 
“characterless.”. Any movement or combina- 
tion of movements can be made to fit music 
of this type. It doesn’t necessarily follow that 
a routine written to “characterless” music 
would result in a good dance, however. It 
could end up as one of those “hard to remem- 
ber” routines. 

Basics are taught to beginners in groups 
(full box, forward and back two-step, two 
turning waltzes, etc.). For drilling purposes 
these “pieces” of the routine (groups) are 
combined into 4 and 8 (or even 16) measure 
“parts” so that they conform to the musical 
phrase. Later, when the dancers are exposed 
to dances that are not phrased properly, all 
the time and effort put forth to teach this very 
thing is wasted. So often dancers are heard to 
say, “The music is pleasant and the figures are 
interesting, but we have trouble remembering 
the dance.” Even though they profess to have 
no knowledge or “feel” of phrasing, you can 
be sure that most of them do, however sub- 
consciously. 

Melody Plays a Part 

The melody of the music is still another 
part of the composition of a good round 
dance. Analyzing this can help to establish 
the “repeats.” It can also lead to monotonous 
repetition unless the dance can be choreo- 
graphed in such a way that too many repeats 
can be avoided. Melody also aids the choreo- 
grapher in choosing the movements to be used 
and in making the dance flow well. Such 
things as crescendos, grace notes, counter mel- 
odies, or perhaps one single note may inspire 
the choreographer and result in a unique 
figure — which in turn could be one of the 
factors that makes it a good dance and a pop- 
ular one. 

A study of the popular classics, dances that 
have worn well and lasted over a period of 
many years, will show that the choreograph- 
ers have taken into consideration the complete 
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interpretation of the music. 
The Dance Should Flow 

The final ingredient that goes into the mak- 
ing of a good routine is, of course, the actual 
steps and the body movements required by 
those steps. It doesn’t matter how interesting 
or how enjoyable they might be when done 
alone (or in another routine), if they do not 
properly blend from one to another the de- 
sired result is not attained. Many round 
dances completely ignore such things as body 
mechanics, natural body movements. If danc- 
ers are forced to move in a manner entirely 
alien to that which is natural they will “fight” 
the dance. Certainly many of these awkward 
and unnecessary movements can be done by

Sumner Pontiac, Glen McLeod is also an 
avid sports fan and will always be found on 
New Year's Day with at least two TVs and a 
couple of radios all going at the same time. 
When he has time on his hands he likes to 
play with music and dance steps and choreo- 
graph a dance. 

Beth is a homemaker who loves to entertain 
friends in her home. Her hobbies include 
crafts, gardening and sewing. She designs and 
makes all of her own square dance dresses 
and you'll always find her helping with the 
decorations for the Harvest Ball, Central 
Iowa's Round Dance Festival.

The love of music and rhythms had much 
to do with this couple’s early interest in each 
other. Glenn plays piano and saxophone and 
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“fudging’, but the question is: “Should 
dancers be required to compensate for poor 
choreography?” Ever try making a right face 
turn with a left foot lead without compensat- 
ing for the turn on the previous step? 

Three ingredients that make a good round 
dance have been discussed; certainly there 
are others to be considered. We have a wealth 
of new material every month but so few 
dances really make the grade. Perhaps it’s 
time tor choreographers to study all of the 
possible ingredients carefully and take them 
into consideration before releasing their next 
offering to the dancing public. After all, 
wouldn't it be better to compose one really 
good dance than ten poor to mediocre ones? 


Beth enjoyed tap dancing for many years 
while growing up. They both loved ballroom 
dancing during the days of the big band era. 

With three very young daughters to care 
for in the early 1950's, the McLeods turned 
to hoedown square dancing for recreation. 
When Western Style Square Dancing came 
to Des Moines in 1953, they were the first to 
try it. Fascinated by the early couple dances, 
they eagerly tried to teach their friends every- 
thing they learned. Interest in rounds really 
grew when they first attended Lighted Lan- 
tern Square Dance Camp in Colorado in 1955. 

The following year at Lighted Lantern, 
Manning and Nita Smith devoted the entire 
week in instruction on how to teach round 
dance basics. It was decided that any teach- 
ing the McLeods did from then on would be 
in classes concentrating on basic steps, using 
simple practice routines and changing part- 
ners often to keep it fun. Fun is spelled 
“Dancing.” Their first class was started in the 
fall of 1956 and there have been many, many 
since then. 

Glen and Beth have served as instructors 
at many state and national conventions, festi- 
vals, and as staff members at Lighted Lantern 
and Kirkwood Lodge. At the present time 
their energies have been turned to their job 
as Vice Chairman in charge of the round 
dance program for the 21st National in Des 
Moines. They'd like to remind all square and 
round dancers that “Iowa is for you in ’72.”

Prompting and Cueing 


By Don Armstrong, Grand Cayman, B.W.L. 


As the author pointed out last month, prompting or cueing dances is not 
simply relegated to contras and quadrilles. As this chapter continues, he explains 
how cueing can be of help to the person teaching rounds or in patter calls and 
singing calls. As we go on, Don tells how to use prompting and how to practice 
the art so that you can become thoroughly proficient. 

Practicing Is the Next Step 
In preparation, choose a record and count out loud each 8-count phrase all 
the way through the record. Say 1-2-3-4..5, 6,7, 8, etc. Emphasize the first and 


fifth counts. When this becomes almost instinctive, select a different record and 
repeat the whole process. Next select a good CALLED contra record and prac- 
tice calling that dance in unison with the recorded caller. This should be followed 
up by DANCING the dance while calling in unison, and then finally calling it 
yourself while dancing. Remember that every call should be completed just 
BEFORE the “1 count” on which the dance action starts. If the caller finds him- 
self calling on the “1 count”, he needs more practice. This same practice can 
apply to a quadrille, but there are fewer good quadrille records from which to 
choose. 

Total comprehension of the dance and the prompted call comes next. The 
contra dance “Broken Sixpence” (recorded with and without calls on Shaw 
#155) will make a good example. Each LINE will represent an 8-count phrase. 
The CALL will start on the “5 count” each time, and the CAPITAL LETTERS 
will indicate where the accented “beat” actually is, within the words.

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That illustrates the first half of the dance. It could also be written another way 
wherein the the dash mark (—) is used to represent a “wait” count and the 
words of the call are written in the last half of the 8-count phrase. To illustrate 
with the SAME dance:

“Broken Sixpence”, called throughout in this fashion, would soon create a 
problem whereupon the dancers would tend to rush the call and start the action 
slightly before the next “1 count.” This comes from the fact that it does not 
normally take 4 counts of music to get the command across to the dancers. The 
SAME call should then be modified as follows: 
aes eee Fee 
, Men do sa do; 


- __. __, Ladies do sa do; 
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Now the call becomes a more perfect “prompt’—getting the command across 
JUST BEFORE the “1 count” on which the dance action will start. The caller 
simply counts 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 and gives the call. The caller must also remember 
that the FIRST CALL must be given DURING THE MUSICAL INTRODUC- 
TION so that the dancers can START on the FIRST “1 count.” Not only do the 
dancers dance to the phrase but the total dance ends when the music ends each 
time through the tune. This becomes a perfect blending of music and dance— 
choreography in a more true sense. 

Other contras and quadrilles can be done with exactly the same method. The 
goal is the same no matter how complex the timing becomes. In a prompted 
dance the command should be given just before the musical point at which the 
action should occur. 

How to Cue a Dance 

Round dances are cued in exactly the same manner. If the caller or teacher 
will apply the same basic theory of the prompt to rounds and mixers the results 
will be similar. Naturally, he should start with the more simple rounds or mixers. 
and develop his technique before moving into the more complex patterns. To 
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repeat, the technique of “prompting” and “cueing” is exactly the same. 
Other Applications of Prompting and Cueing 

The expert caller, the true “professional,” not only uses the technique of 
prompting and cueing in contras, quadrilles, rounds and mixers, but uses this 
technique in almost every square dance he calls as well. That little “extra” direc- 
tive calling is based on a thorough understanding of how and when to prompt 
or cue ahead to set up the dancers so that they are in a position to, or are cap- 
able of, responding to the next call. He is merely prompting within the structure 
of his own timing and becomes the caller who uses fewer walk-thrus and gets 
more accomplished than the caller who can not handle it. For example, in a 
singing call, the use of a Grand Square in a break following a Promenade Home 
can be set up beautifully by prompting the dancers during the promenade— 
“Heads face in, Sides face partners, GRAND SQUARE.” The dancers start 
smoothly into motion at exactly the right instant and execute a perfect Grand 
Square action finishing at absolutely the precise moment the caller starts the 
next figure IF IT WAS PROMPTED at the correct time. The expert caller uses 
this same technique to enhance his patter calls as well and the result is a polished 
call and a well executed dance.

One of the great 
things they passed on to us from the dancing past was the use of the prompted 
or cued command. This made it possible for us to use contras, quadrilles, more 
rounds and mixers, and do a better job in our calling of singing and patter 
squares. Prompting and cueing are professional tools available for the using. 
Use them wisely.

A Knitted Cape 


& cape continues in popularity as a cover- 
up for square dance dresses. Here’s a pop- 
ular model which has been modified by Jeanne 
Thornburg of Ridgecrest, California. 
Materials: 8 oz. of 4 ply nylon or wool 

No. 10 needles, 2 long straight 

or one round 

No. 8 needles for finishing neck 
(It is simpler to knit this cape on a round 
needle as it is less bulky to carry around and 
to work with. You knit back and forth as you 
would with straight needles. ) 

These directions are for a cape 14% inches 
long. For a longer cape, you may need two 
more ounces of yarn. 

Note: For every row, begin and end with 
5 sts of seed st. Increase rows and seed st 
stripe always begin on right side, and the in- 
crease rows are directly before and directly 
after each seed st stripe. 


Beginning at the neck edge, cast on 63 sts. 
Work 3 rows seed stitch k 1, p 1, repeat to end 
of row, end with k 1). FIRST INCREASE ROW 
— Seed st 5, k 1, * inc. 1 st by knitting in back 
of next stitch in row below, then k 3; repeat from 
* 17 times, end last repeat k 1, seed st 5. (81 sts) 
P 1 row, k 1 row, P 1 row (stockinette, beginning 
and ending each row with 5 seed sts), SECOND 
INCREASE ROW — Seed st 5, k 2, * inc. 1 st as 
before, k 4; repeat from * 17 times, end last re- 
peat k 1, seed st 5. (99 sts) P 1 row (beginning 
and ending with 5 seed sts). Seed Stitch 
Stripe — Work 3 rows (a point to remember — 
your seed st stripe will always be correct if you 
have an odd number of stitches on your needles ). 
P 1 row (beginning and ending with 5 seed sts). 
THIRD INCREASE ROW — Seed st 5, k 2, * ine. 
1 st as before, k 5; repeat from * 17 times, end 
last repeat k 2, seed st 5. (117 sts) Work 5 rows 
stockinette st, starting with P row, and beginning 





and ending each row with 5 seed sts. FOURTH 
INCREASE ROW — Seed st 5, k 2, * inc. 1 st as 
before, k 6; repeat from * 17 times, end last re- 
peat k 3, seed st 5. (135 sts) P 1 row (beginning 
and ending with 5 seed sts). Seed Stitch Stripe — 
Work 3 rows. P 1 row (beginning and ending 
with 5 seed sts. FIFTH INCREASE ROW ~— Seed 
st 5, k 3, * inc. 1 st as before, k 7; repeat from * 
17 times, end last repeat k 3, seed st 5. (153 sts) 
Work 5 rows stockinette st, starting with P row 
and beginning and ending each row with 5 seed 
sts. SIXTH INCREASE ROW — Seed st 5, k 4, * 
inc. 1 st as before, k 8; repeat from * 17 times, 
end last repeat k 3, seed st 5. (171 sts) P 1 row 
(beginning and ending with 5 seed sts). Seed 
Stitch Stripe — Work 3 rows. P 1 row (beginning 
and ending with 5 seed sts). SEVENTH IN- 
CREASE ROW — Seed st 5, k 4, * inc. 1 st as 
before, k 9; repeat from * 17 times, end last re- 
peat k 4, seed st 5. (189 sts) Work 7 rows stock- 
inette st, starting with P row, and beginning and 
ending each row with 5 seed sts. EIGHTH IN- 
CREASE ROW — Seed st 5, k 5, * inc. 1 st as 
before, k 10; repeat from * 17 times, end last re- 
peat k 4, seed st 5. (207 sts). P 1 row (beginning 
and ending with 5 seed sts). Seed Stitch Stripe — 
Work 3 rows. P 1 row (beginning and ending with 
5 seed sts). NINTH INCREASE ROW — Seed st 
5, k 5; * ine. 1 st as before, k 11; repeat from * 
17 times, end last repeat k 5, seed st 5. (225 sts) 
Work 9 rows stockinette st, starting with P row, 
and beginning and ending each row with 5 seed 
sts. TENTH INCREASE ROW — Seed st 5, k 6, 
* inc. 1 st as before, k 12; repeat from * 17 times, 
end last repeat k 5, seed st 5. (243 sts) P 1 row 
(beginning and ending with 5 seed sts). Seed 
Stitch Stripe — Work 3 rows. P 1 row (beginning 
and ending with 5 seed sts). ELEVENTH IN- 
CREASE ROW — Seed st 5, k 6, * inc. 1 st as 
before, k 13; repeat from * 17 times, end last re- 
peat k 6, seed st 5. (261 sts) Work 9 rows stock- 
inette st, starting with P row, and beginning and 
ending each row with 5 seed sts. TWELFTH 
INCREASE ROW — Seed st 5, k 6, * inc. 1 st as 
before, k 14; repeat from * 17 times, end last re- 
peat k 6, seed st 5. (279 sts) P 1 row (beginning 
and ending with 5 seed sts). Seed Stitch Stripe — 
Work 3 rows. P 1 row (beginning and ending 
with 5 seed sts). THIRTEENTH INCREASE 
ROW — Seed st 5, k 7, * inc. 1 st as before, k 
15; repeat from * 17 times, end last repeat k 7, 
seed st 5. (297 sts) Work 9 rows stockinette st, 
starting with P row, and beginning and ending 
each row with 5 seed sts. Seed Stripe Border — 
Work 7 rows seed st, bind off loosely. Neck Fin- 
ishing — With No. 8 needles, pick up the 63 sts 
at neck and work 5 to 7 rows (depending on how 
wide you want) of seed st to form standup collar. 
Bind off. Neck Fastening — With No. 10 needles, 
cast on 3 sts. Work in seed st for approximately 
27 rows; bind off. Form this strip into a Figure 8; 
sew together. Sew two 1% in. round buttons at 
moe» edge and loop knitted strip around to fasten 
neck. 








ALL FOUR COUPLE 
MOVEMENTS 


HERE'S A PRINCIPLE to be followed when 
doing any of the all four couple move- 
ments (All Four Couples Right and Left 
Thru; All Four Couples Pass Thru; All Four 


Couples Cross Trail Thru). If you think of 
yourself in terms of the first and third couples 
facing each other, and ignore the side couples, 
you can go thru the movements as though 
only two couples were involved. 

In All Four Couples Right and Left Thru, 
we start from a square (A). Each dancer 
faces his corner and with the men moving 
clockwise on the outside and the ladies coun- 
terclockwise on the inside, each dancer passes 
(ignores) his corner (B). Then, just as he 
would do in a regular two couple Right and 
Left Thru, he gives his right hand to his orig- 
inal opposite lady and they pull by each other 
(C). As they move ahead to the next person 
each man moves to the inside of the square 








in front of that next lady as she moves to the 
outside (D). He then meets his original part- 
ner. Giving her his left hand, he puts his 
right hand in the small of her back and the 
two do a courtesy turn (E). 

Following the same basic traffic pattern in 
All Four Couples Pass Thru, starting from the 
same square (A) dancers pass their corners 
(B) as before. Then, (F) instead of giving 
their right hand to their opposite and pulling 
by, they would do as they might in a regular 
two couple Pass Thru and simply pass right 
shoulders as they move by that opposite per- 
son. Next, they cut in front of the third per- 
son they meet as before (D), and as they 
reach that opposite position they stand beside 


their original partner, facing out. 

The All Four Couples Cross Trail Thru 
starts in the same manner (A) as all four 
couples Pass Thru. Each dancer passes his cor- 
ner (B), passes his opposite (F'), cuts in front 
of the next (D) and as he reaches the spot 
opposite his original home position (G) the 
lady crosses to the left in front of her partner 
as they would do in a two couple Cross Trail 
Thru. And having ended, each man is stand- 
ing not quite back-to-back with his partner, 
but angled diagonally away from her and out 
from the center of the square and ready for 
the next call (H). 

That, in a nutshell, is the basic action of

HOW TO USE THE RECORD REPORT 

To get the best possible analysis all singing calls are 
checked and rated by two sources. First, a rating 's 
made by a square of dancers that actually dances to 
each record. The records are then sent to another re- 
viewer who rates them on recording quality, instrumen- 
tation, clarity of commands, and body mechanics. The 
final “star” rating is based on a consensus of the re- 
ports from both, In all cases unless otherwise noted it 
may be assumed that singing calls are recorded in a 
medium range. In the case of hoedown the key ‘will be 
included. 

Each report gives am analysis of the record 
and the dance. The shaded area in the 
chart indicates the voice range used by 
most recording companies. By comparing 
the voice range letters in each analysis 
with those on the chart, you should be 
able to determine the record’s suitability 
to your voice. Occasionally a report will 
be starred (*%) in which case you will find 
the calls reproduced in the Workshop sec- 
tion of the same issue. 

Some of the square dance records reported will have 
rating symbols at the end of the “Comment section. 
These resresent the opinion of the reviewing committee. 
Symbols used indicate as follows: jAverage, ¥v Above
